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The question for this month is, “1’m a Technician 
Class Ham, why should I upgrade?” 


So you have been a Technician Class Ham for a 
few years now and you wonder why you should 
upgrade to General Class. You have been working 
on 2 meter FM and some 6 meter FM and SSB. 
You also got some HF experience at Field Day. 
Your friends have been telling you how great HF 
is and all the far reaching contacts and QSL Cards 
they have hanging on the wall. They can point to 
a card and without reading it, they can tell you 
what rig, band, time, how much power and if they 
even had hot coffee in the shack. Yet, they can’t 
remember what happen yesterday morning. You 
say to yourself, is this what more privileges 
bring? 


Well, you will have to find the time to study and 
take a thirty-five question test. It seems to be 
more work than it’s worth. You will think that for 
about two seconds until you make that first HF 
contact all by yourself on your own rig! When I 
was a Technician with Code my first HF contact 
was on 10 meters SSB to Australia on 10 watts 
from La Mesa! | received a QSL card in the mail 
about a week later, and | can still recall the 
contact like yesterday. | was on cloud nine for 
weeks. Then | looked into passing the General 
Class Test. As soon as | passed it, | was on the 
air! YES, all the studying was worth it. Now, you 
have HF in the car, QTH and even at your folks 
QTH too. 


Once you upgrade, the door to Amateur Radio 
really opens. The world is now just a dial away, 
tune and push to talk button. You will be able to 
talk to all kinds of people. Oh, the stories you 
hear and participate in! Once | chatted with some 
Hams in Arizona and New Mexico on 40 meters 
about a SNAKE FENCE. Yes, it was a real QSO! 


More reasons to upgrade: when the bands open, 
you have a valid excuse to excuse yourself to go 
to the Ham Shack and avoid the honey do list. 
You will always have a story to tell when you 
meet your friends for lunch. You can blow the 


dust off that HF rig you got last year on eBay and 
had sitting on your work bench collecting dust. 
You’re half way to the Extra Class and more HF 
privileges. Your friends will be proud of your 
accomplishments. You have many bands you can 
move to if you find someone going on and on about 
their health and their doctor appointment last 
week. Lastly, and best of all, it will not look good 
on your resume that you stayed a Technician for 
the past 60 years. 


To wrap it all up, when you move up in the License 
Class, you will find it a lot of fun to make contacts 
on different bands, collect QSL Cards and 
participate in Contests on HF. Working that far 
away station on some remote Island that only 
gets on the air when some guys have a DX 
expedition, or someone is talking about a snake 
fence, is a challenge. It’s all about having fun!

Anewer radio in the Museum 


This month’s radio is a relative new one, almost 40 years 
later than last month’s Philco 89 Cathedral radio. That 
radio, by the way, was brought to the J anuary club 
meeting where members and guests were ASTONISHED 
that a 74 year old radio could work as well as one right 
off the shelf! All the restoration was completed and it 
looks/ works great! 


Anyway, this month’s radio is a KLM Multi-2000A 2 
meter multimode rig from the early 70s. A club member 
was so generous and gracious to donate this to the 
museum, and | was anxious to get to work on it. 

Normally, a 2 meter rig isn’t that exciting, but his was a 
classic example of early SSB design using digital FM 
technology. NO VFO, you tune this rig with rotary 
switches! So it would be difficult to sweep up and down 
the band looking for contacts, but if you knew where 
you wanted to operate, it is easy to set. A VXO (Variable 
crystal oscillator allows for tuning around the 1 Khz 
channels for SSB. 


This is a large, heavy radio, and is made by FDK, a 
J apanese radio company, and then re-labeled for KLM 
Electronics. KLM wasa US importing company formed 
by Mike Staal KEMYC (who currently runs M2 antennas), 
Ken K6HCP, and Lee Farrer (Call?). So KLM stood for 
Ken, Lee and Mike. They also imported antennas and 
designed their own, such as the famous KT-34 which | 
have (and yet to get up!) KLM eventually went belly up 
but the antennas went with Mike in forming M2, a very 
successful manufacturer. | have M2 antennas up for 
144, 222, 432 and HF(someday). Great, great antennas. 
Later, they imported the FDK Multi-2700, which DI D have 
a VFO for SSB and the rotary channels for FM. My 2700 
needs a lot of parts and work before it is museum ready. 
(anyone have a junker Multi-2700?) Maybe I can make 
one good radio out of 2. 


So, | put the nice KLM Multi-2000A on the workbench to 
see how it played. To my delight, the RF sections worked 
great, and all | needed was a power plug which was 
scrounged at the J unk store. But all the Lamps were 
out, for the synth dial windows and the meter lights. 
They wanted $3 each at the J unk store for the lamps 
(Pricey!) and they will burn out eventually too. | bought 
the last 2 they had, but | still needed 3 for the Synth 
windows! 


It was decided that since this isn’t really that OLD a 
radio, | could be excused for doing a MOD on it. I rifled 
the company stockroom for 3 big orange LEDs and 3 1K 
1W resistors. The LEDs fit perfectly in the lamp holes 
and, with some wiring, worked great. They actually 
worked better than the original lamps, with a nice bright 
display through the numbers wheel. LEDS are super 
replacements for incandescent lamps, but there are 
some things you need to know. 


First, you WILL need a series resistor for EACH LED you 
use. A 1K is fine for 12V circuits. 470 ohms is correct 
for 5V. Current drain is very low, compared to the 
Lamps. They drew 80mA each. The LEDs draw about 
13mA each. But Lamps have a light pattern that is like a 
180 half ball from the base. Light radiates in all those 
directions. LEDs, though, tend to project their light ina 
small field from the front of the LED. That can be a big 
problem in replacement, as happened with Paul’s 
Kenwood TS-2000X. While the light was beautiful, it 
created several bright spots in the dial rather than a 
soft uniform diffused lighting like an incandescent bulb 
would. Newer LEDs are available with a similar light 
pattern, but are pricey and hard to find. Most focus 
their light forward. That is why LEDs are a bad idea for 
backlighting a LCD display. Sometimes OLD technology 
just works better. Sol used the old style lamps for the 
meters, which needed diffused illumination, and the LEDs 
for the Synth windows, which worked better with a 
focused light. Wiring needs to be careful so the 12V 
doesn’t short out. If you have an old radio with burnt 
out lamps, contact me, and | will get you fixed up with a 
LED conversion. 


The KLM Multi-2000A was checked out on all modes, and 
sensitivity/ power output seemed to be fine. This radio 
was designed before PLs became popular, and it won’t 
do odd splits (+/- 600 only), though you could buy 
crystals to do the funny channels. The crystals would 
cost more than the radio is worth! So this radio is good 
for 2M FM Simplex and limited SSB use. Would be great 
to run into a transverter or use for Packet. But it is 
very large and heavy. About the size of a big DVD 
player and as heavy as a regular HF radio. There is a lot 
going inside, and this was a very, very expensive radio 
back in the 70s! 


As 2009 is upon us, | am always looking for more radios 
to write about. If you would like to see an article about 
your old rig, give me a call. 


OH, back on the Cathedral. That sanding job was the 
most work! have done in YEARS!!! It took almost a week 
to get all the original varnish off and then repaint it 
with Miniwax. But it turned out great! Good thing 
Management wasn’t here to see all the DUST I created!!

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Chicken Noodle Soup 
for the Ham Radio Operator's Soul 


“Crest Radio Museum Curator Named Sexiest Man Alive” 


Turmoil and change have shaken the 
ranks of our hobby in recent years. 
Controversy over incentive licensing, the role 
of the code, and concern over the dwindling 
ranks of our hobby have caused angst and sown 
the seeds of division among hams, young and 
old. Now, with the spring of renewal in Cycle 
24 upon us, it is time for a healing catharsis 
for our hobby, with “Chicken Noodle Soup for 
the Ham Radio Operator’s Soul”. 


A surprise development has created a buzz at 
League Headquarters in Newington and within the 
national community of Ham Radio with the announcement 
that a San Diego area Ham collector of antique radios 
has been nominated by youth-oriented “People” 
magazine, as the winner of the coveted title “Sexiest 
Man Alive”. |n the eyes of the leadership of the national 
organization representing Amateur Radio, the ARRL, the 
announcement that Pat “The Curator” Bunswold 
WAG6MHZ, owner of the Crest Radio Museum, signals the 
start of a new era of popularity for the once-obscure 
hobby known as Ham Radio. 


“People” magazine, or “People Weekly” as the 
magazine is formally known in publishing circles, has 
embarked on an effort to re-think it’s long held approach 
to the “Sexiest Man Alive” award. In selecting past 
nominees “People” has selected young, twenty- 
something actors with ruddy, chiseled good looks, 
expensive cars and tailored suits. With the selection of 
Bunswold the magazine instead chose to follow the 
growing wave of popularity in engineering-related 
careers and study of mathematics among the nation’s 
youth. “The disheveled look is now ‘derigueur’ among 
the nevo-intelligent,” comments “People” publisher |. Ron 
Skillet, who oversaw the selection process for the 2009 
“Sexiest Man” award. “Oscilloscopes are the new Harleys, 
and everything 50’s is now the rage.” At the 
presentation ceremonies held at Warner Brothers 
Studios in Burbank, the change in focus among the youth- 
oriented media culture was visible in the appearance of 
arriving celebrities. Gone were sleek, stretch limousines 
and flashy imported sedans. In their place, aging Chrysler 
K-cars and Ford mini vans, stuffed with redundant 
electronics and outfitted with exotic, “monster” HF 
antennas and bearing Ham Radio call sign license plates 
displaying WA6 and WB6 prefixes from a long-ago Ham 
Radio era. 


Announcing the winner of the “Sexiest Man 
Alive” award was done with the sort of flare and 
panache straight out of “Publishers Clearinghouse”. 
Late one afternoon, a non-descript white panel van 
quietly rolls up to the Crest Radio Museum, carrying 
the membership of the ‘J acumba Militia Chapter” of the 
Ham Radio organization Quarter Century Wireless 
Association. Among the passengers, an unsuspecting 
Bunswold, Curator and Chairman of the Board of the 
Crest Radio Museum, and yet-to-be announced winner 
of People’s “Sexiest Man Alive” contest. Coincidentally, 
at the exact moment of the arrival of the QCWA 
members, another group is arriving - a very different 
group, the “Award Announcement Media Team” from 
“People” magazine. The encounter is described by one 
of the QCWA members. 


Decked out in Gucci loafers, bad haircuts, and 
eyeglasses straight out of a French second-hand store, 
the group is lead by “People” Publisher |. Ron Skillet. 
Approaching the QCWA entourage Skillet asks, “Excuse 
me, excuse me, are one of you gentlemen Mr. 
Wagmahezee?” For along, silent moment no one speaks. 
The Hams, resplendent in gray hair, bifocals, pocket 
protectors, and belt- mounted HTs, size up the group 
from “People” with cautious, weary, skepticism. The 
magazine crowd, in tum, is stopped dead in their tracks 
by the “other-worldly” appearance of the panel van, 
with its bizarre assortment of vertical antennas, 
arrayed like quills on a metallic porcupine. Then they 
look over its passengers, each carrying belt-mounted, 
two-way “walkie-talkie” radio with telephone-style 
touch-tone pads and whipsawing, long antennas, which 
resembles some sort of insect “stinger”. Each Ham is 
wearing a white plastic pocket protector, jammed with 
miniature screwdrivers and pens, and a baseball ball 
cap with strange numbers and letters. 


At first, no one speaks. Then, one of the QCWA 
group broke the silence. “WW/agmahezee? No one here 
by that name.” Skillet responds “But this isthe address 
of the museum, and right here, it says Wagmahezee, 
Mr. Wagmahezee.” One of the QCWA members steps 
forward and says, “Let me see that... oh, you mean 
Pat! W-A-6-M-H-Z. He’s right here!” The crowd parts 
like a miniature Red Sea and Pat looks at the group 
with the bad haircuts. Skillet asks, “Pat, are you the 
curator of the Crest Radio Museum?” Pat nods yes and 
Skillet holds up a sheaf of paper and proclaims to the 
small, assembled group “Pat Bunswold WA6MHZ,

Curator of the Crest Radio Museum, People 
Magazine declares you the Sexiest Man Alive!” The 
announcement caused the magazine group to erupt in 
cheers and the Hams to burst into laughter. 


After an overdue explanation from the People 
Magazine representative, the Hams and the magazine 
crowd seemed to better appreciate the levity of the 
moment, and the journalists were invited into the 
museum for a tour. Later, they emerged with souvenirs 
of their visit - green plastic knobs, butterfly capacitors, 
circuit boards, and beat-up green ball caps emblazoned 
with “Heathkit”. 


Reaction to all the publicity has been a craze 
among young teens that have taken a liking to antique 
Ham radios, but lack the upper body strength to lift the 
vintage 1950’s transmitters and receivers. The ‘latest 
thing’ has become “Tube Parties” - spontaneous 
gatherings of youthful Amateur Radio devotees who get 
together for all-night sessions on the bands their earlier 
Ham-counterparts once wrote off as victims of the 
sunspot cycle. The rage has extended to youthful 
fashion, with young Hams accessorizing, carrying 
Amateur Radio “bling” - roller capacitors, tubes, or 
circuit boards to Ham gatherings. There, the young Hams 
engage in a sort of show-and-tell, memorizing the 
function of each “accessory” component or circuit board, 
and each carries a digital photo of the military surplus 
equipment the component came from on their cell phone. 


As a result of the growing popularity of 
mathematics and engineering-related subjects, the 
“twenty-something” generation has taken to Ham Radio 
with an enthusiasm few in the hobby could have ever 
imagined. The once obscure hobby, long considered the 
realm of geeks and science aficionados, has become the 
latest in a wave of popularity for things engineering- 
related, sweeping the nation. At universities across the 
country, even liberal arts universities are changing their 
approach in an attempt to attract engineering-obsessed 
youth. “Computational English Literature” and 
“Humanities Dynamics” are the latest academics 
offerings re-packaged to attract the engineering- 
obsessed. 


Reached later for comment on the Sexiest Man 
Alive award, Bunswold took news of the 
announcement with characteristic modesty and good 
Ham Radio humor. “J ust like an old capacitor which has 


forgotten the voltage it was designed for, I’d 
completely lost touch with my ‘inner Elmer’. But with this 
award, I’ve re-awakened my original love of engineering 
and love for this hobby.” Meanwhile, outside the 
Bunswold house, hoards of young Hams-to-be jockeyed 
for a better look at the Crest Radio Museum, which 
doubles as the Bunswold residence. 


Editor’s note: In case you hadn’t noticed, one does not have to be 
youthful, good-looking or sexy to enjoy Amateur Radio.

Proposed Bylaw 
Change 2009 Article X 


NOMINATIONS AND ELECTIONS 


(a) The Nomination Committee shall consist of the chairperson of the Nomination Committee 
of the previous year, and four (4) members to be elected from The Club membership. 
(b) Selection of candidates for the nomination committee: Prior to the October meeting, 
the Executive Committee shall select from the membership of the club a list of eight (8) 
names of full members who are qualified for election to the nomination committee.

(d) Duties of the Nomination Committee: I t shall be the duty of the Nomination Committee 
to select at least one (1) candidate for each office. In selecting the candidates, the 
nomination committee shall give consideration to recommendations of the Executive 
Committee. 
(e) Any full member shall be eligible for election providing: Candidates for the office of 
President and Vice-President shall hold a valid technician class amateur radio license or 
higher. All other Ex iv mmittee mem hall hol valid amateur radio license. 
ndidates for the offi f Ti r_ shall ighteen (1 f r_ older. 
(f) Nominations for the election of the Executive Committee shall be prepared by the 
nomination committee and presented to the membership at the November regular meeting. 
Nominations shall be called for from the floor and nominations will be closed at the 
November regular meeting. 
(g) The President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, and six (6) board of directors 
shall be elected for one (1) year by a majority vote of the full membership at the December 
annual meeting. The term of office shall extend from J anuary 1 to December 31.
